ANTWERP. 


Antwerp abounds in public depositories of 
the Arts. It is gratifying also to find that here, 

as well as in most places on the Continent, the 

good taste and liberality of the owners of pri- 

vate collections of curiosities render theny per- 

fectly available to the general utility. I shail 

not easily forget the manner in which Mr. 

Schampt, the ownesz of a splendid gallery of pic- 

tures at Ghent, demonsigated the superior po- 

liteness of hig country over most others. I re- 

member to have been in his gallery, which was 

filled with company when he entered. He made 

his obeisance severally to his visiters, and with 

wore indefatigable zeel and attention than that 

how geuerally used even by.the paid keepers 

of, museums, hé™ exhibited his treasures. He 

minutely explained their beauties and history, 

and diversified his accounts with most interest- 

ing anecdotes. He seemed perfectly acquainted 

with the state of the Arts in England, and men- 

tioned particularly pictures, and copies of pic- 

tures, which were in the possession of families 

there. He adverted to the absenct in England 

of a degire to extend the Arts, by rendering 

these subjects more famijiar to the public 

through the medium of a National Gallery, He/ 
said he was sure, if the possessors.of paintings 

in England were to periodically unite, and ex- 

hibit their collective property, a splended aggre- 

gute would be formed. It happened that a 

Noble.Earl, the proprietor of a very iarge eal- 

leetion, was one of the groep who listened to 

this most excellent opinion, and I hope be will 

benefit by his philosophical sentence with which 

we took our leave of M. Schampt. ‘Sir,’ said 

the Noble Lord, *‘ we feel mest-indebted to you 

for your politeness; the liberality with which you 

throw open yeur. collection to the public cannot 

but be highly appreciated!’’ ‘Oh! my Lord,’’ 

replied our host, ‘‘I find very great pleasure in 

assisting the public improvement; and, besides, 

there is a great gratification to me in ‘showing 

these pictures; they were painted in order to be 

seen, and my habit is that of every other gen- 

tleman in the country—most of whom,’’ added 

he with modesty, ‘‘ cant boast of more valuable 

possessions than mine.’’ Antwerp has produced 

a great many excellent painters, including Ru- 

bens, Vandyke, Teniers, &c. ; of course, the city 

abounds im the original productions of these mas- 

ters. In addition to the Museum, which con- 

tains very many unique works, and the churches 

whith-are all ornamented with some monument 

of genius, there. is an Academy of the Fine 

Arts held annually in this building, and an annual 

exh. bition of modern paintings. I was present 

at the late exhibition, which contained ‘some 

productions that deserved to rank with those of 
aticicat date, although they were disfigured by 

the vccasional intermnature of others that did no 

honour. to the artist. - 1 was greatly struck with 

the facility of entrance to this [nstitution, and, 

indeed, to all other of a similar kind. 

In England we cannot see any public Institu- 
tion without paying well for the amusement. Al- 
though I think it is-rather hard, for instance to 
pay dearly to see the unimproving curiosities of 
the Tower—such as Armoury, the Regalia (which 
ate, allow me to add, described in a dialect. re- 
flecting any thing but credit upen the English. 
character,) the hatchet with which Anne Boleyn 
was décapitated, and such things; yet, aw these 
useless acquisitions cannot operate much to the 
refinement of the public taste or improvement of 
intellect, I do not so much complain of the ex~ 
clusion, or in being obliged to pay in order to see 
them, although the establishment is kept ‘ap at 
great national expense, asin being compelled to 
pay, for instayce, to the various institutions 
which tend directly to influence and improve the 
public taste, and advance the genius of the peo- 
ple, and which were established, and, notwith- 
standing the individual mulcting still practised, 
are maintained at the public expense. If you 
wish to enter St. Paul's, in London, or West- 
minster Abbey, or auy like object of admiration, 
you must pay, and pay dearly, too, for the former

From the resolutions adopted, in reply, by the 
House of Assembly, we extract those in which 
this part of thé message is noticed. ‘* That this 
house has, nevertheless, observed with great con- 
cern, that it may be inferred from the expression 
of that part of the said Message which relates to 
the appropriation of the Revenue, that the pre- 
tension pat forth at the commencement of the 
late administration to the disposalof a large por- 
tion of the Revenue of this Province, may be 
persisted in. That under no circumstances, and 
upon no considerations whatsoever, ought this 
house to abahdon or in any way compromise, its 
inherent and constitutional right, as a branch of 
the Proviacial Parliament representing His Ma- 
jesty’s subjects in this Colony, to superintend and 
j control the receipt and expeoditure of the whole 
public revenue arising within this province. That 
any Legislative enactment in this matter by the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom, in which his 
Majesty's subjects in this Province are not and 
caffhot be represented, unless it were for the re- 
peal of such British statutes or any part of British 
statutes, as may be held by Hid Majesty’s go- 
vernment to militate against the constitutional 
right of the subject in this Colony, could in no 
way tend to a settlement of the affairs of the 
Province. That no interference of the British 
Legislature with the established constitution 
and laws of this Province, excepting on such 
points as from the relation between the Mother 
Country and the Canadas can only be disposed of 
by the paramount authority of the British Parlia- 
ment, can in any way tend to the final adjust- 
meat of any difficulties or misunderstandings 
which may exist in this province but rather to 
aggravate and perpetuate them. That in order 
to meet the difficulties bf the ensuing year, and 
to second the gracious intentions of his Majesty 
for the permanent settlement of the Financial 
concerns of the Province with due regard to the 
interests and efficiency of his Government, this 
house will most respectfully consider any esti- 
mate for the necessary expenses of the Civil Go- 
vernment for the ensuing year, which may be 
laid before it, confidently trusting, that in any 
such estimate @ due regard will be had to that 
economy whith the present circumstances of the 
country and its other wants require. That on 
the permanent settlement before mentioned be- 
ing effected with the consent of this house, it 
will be expedient to render the Governor, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, or any person administering the 
Government, for the time being, the Judges and 
Executive Councillors independent of the annual 
vote of this House, to the extent of their present 
salaries. That although this House feels most 
grateful for the increased security against the il- 
legal application of the public money which 
must result from His Majesty’s Government re- 
ferring all persons who may have been concern- 
ed in such applicetion to an act of indemnity to 
be consented to by this House, it will be inexpe- 
dient to consent to any such enactment, till the 
full extent and character of such illegal applica- 
tion may have been fully inquired into and con- 
sidered. 


We are indebted to the editors of the 
Batrimorg Amertcan for a copy of the 
correspondence between Captain Dante. 
Turner, of the Unrrep Srarezs ship Erte, 
and the Government of St. Barruotomew, 
respecting the privateer Fxprrat, of Bur- 
nos Ayres, which was afterwards cut out 
from the port of Gustavia, by the boats of 
the Errg. 

Captain Turner, in his first note, after 
observing that the Freperat had taken a 
quantity of dry goods from the brig Nyupn, 
of Bosron, under the pretext of their being 
owned by enemies of the Republic of Bur- 
wos Ayres, and remarking that the Ameri- 
CAN government does not recognize the 
principle’ thus attempted to be established, 
requests the delivery of the vessel, with her 
crew and cargo. 

Captain TurxeR was informed, in reply, 
that as the matter appeared: to involve a 
contested principle between the Unirep 
States and Bevxos Ayres, which the 
Council of Government of St. Barruoto- 
mew did not think it within their province to 
decide—particularly as the privateer did not 
appear to have violated the laws of nations, 
or the regulations of the fag under which 
its cormrmssion was held—they could not 
accede to the demand.

United States’ Ship Erie, at anchor off the town of Gus- 
tavia, Island of St. Baritholumew, Dec. 5th, 1828, 
Honorasie Sirs:—With an equal share of 
regret and surprise, I have yeceived your com- 
munication announcing the determination of His 
Swedish Majesty’s Council foz this Island, not to 
deliver up to me the piratical vessel called the 
Federal, Capt. Taylor, as requested in my offi- 
cial communication of yesterday’s date. 

From the peculiar circumstances attending 
this transaction, the robbery or act of piracy 
having been committed on the high seas, by a 
vessel whose commander, I am well assured, 
was at the time well aware of the canclusion of 
peace between the Governments of Brazil and 
Buenos Ayres, and against a vessel of a power 
m amity with both of those lately belligerent 
powers, one of which, I have every reason to 
beLeve, has never been formally recognized by 
his S. Majesty, 1 am reluctantly compelled to 
express my astonishment at a result so unex- 
pected. 

The very intimate relation that now subsists 
between our respective Governments—a relation 
on which the best interests of this lstand depend 
—led me to expect a different decision from its 
constituted authorities:—that decisien will, of |

The Bank of America, New York, has decla- 
red a dividend of two dollars and fifty cents, for 
the last six months, payable on the 9th inst.

One of the new beds in Windsor Castle, inclu- 
ding the furniture, cost one thousand pounds, 
and it is to be still further ornamented with cost- 
ly and rare feathers displayed on :he canopy;

The first periodical pablication printed in Den- 
mark was in the year 1644, which was soon fol- 
lowed by many others, one of which was always 
in verse.

ONE DAY LATER FROM EUROPE. 

The Charleston papers of Dec 22d, contain 
Liverpool dates to the 9th, and London to the 
8th of Nov. brought by the British ship Mary 
Catharine, Captain Hodgson, from Liverpool.— 
They furnish no news either commercial or poli- 
tical of much importance. 

Great Britain.—It was not expected that Par- 
liament would be convened before the holydays 
were past, perhaps not before the first of Feb- 
ruary. 

Sasnesn of an intention on the part of the Mi- 
nistry to propose to Parliament some concessions 
to the Catholics come from so many sources, 
that they begin to gain more credit than when 
first started. The Brighton Gazette says, ‘‘ We 
believe there is no reason to doubt that Ministers 
have it in contemplation to concede: the claims 
of the Catholics next session, accompanied, how- 
ever, with restrictions and conditions which may 
probably cause the Catholics io reject the boon. 
We need scarcely say that the Duke of Wel- 
lington js not a man to throw the Protestant 
Church, without security, into the hands of its 
enemies; and asthe Association have already 
declared their hostility to aught but unguali- 
fied concession, wé may not unreasonably antici- 
pate the result we have stated. Other measures 
will also be adopted, such as the effectual sup- 
pression of the Catholic Association, and (we 
believe) the disfranchisement of the forty shil- 
ling freeholders, which will go far to remove the 
sting of * Agitatiun,’ and which ought in fact to 
have been resorted to long ago.’” The London 
Sunday Times says, ‘‘ We have reason to be- 
lieve, that Ministers have positively decided on 
bringing in a bill for the relief of the Roman 
Catholics, The draft of it is, we hava heard, at 
this moment in existence. It is added, a copy 
has been prepared for tl:e purpose of being sub- 
mitted to the leading Catholic orators, that Go- 
vernment may be informed of the view they take 
of its various provisions and oaths. 

It is stated as a remarkable circumstance, that 
the Russian stock fell in England on the receipt 
of the Russian news of the fall of Varna. 

Unfavourable rumours of the state of his Ma- 
jesty’s health, continue to prevail from day to 
day, in London; but the editors appear unwil- 
ling to agitate the public mind by repeating 
them. 

The owners of cotton twist in the Glasgow 
market are complaining of being inundated by 
fine English yarns, which, after paying freight, 
are sold a shade lower than the same description 
of Scottish yarns. This may partly account for 
the briskness that pervades the Manchester 
market; but it is considered that the object is to 
force sales, and that the actual cost will bardly 
be realized.—Glasgow Chronicle. 

A meeting of the weavers of Spitalfields in 
stated io have taken place on Monday last, for 
the purpose of *‘ obtaing some protection against 
the importation of wrought silks.’’ At the above 
meeting, Mr. Wallis announced that Mr. Vesey 
Fitzgerald had represented Ministers to have de- 
cided against the institution of any inquiry into 
the general condition of the silk trade.

In the Senate yesterday, Mr. Chandler’s reso-

army of the United States were agreed to. Mr. 
Dickinson's bill for distributing a portion of the 
revenie of the United States, among the sevc- 
ral states, was made the ,special order of the 
day for Thursday next. Mr. D. laid on the ta- 
ble a statement showing the time in which the 
national debt would be extinguished under 
the present system, and also the time in which 
it would be paid under the system, which he pro- 
posed. Sometime was spent in the considera- 
tion of executive business. The Senate then 
adjourned over to Monday. 

In the House of Representatives, a bill was 
reported by Mr. P. P. Barbour, from the com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, concerning the Supreme 
Court. Some discussion took place on a motion 
made by Mr Wickliffe to print 3,000 copies on 
the reportof the committee which was carried 
in the affirmative. lt was opposed on the 
ground that the circulation of this extra number 
of copies of the report, in case there should be 
no legislative action on the subject, would unset- 
tle that public confidence in the Judiciary which 
was its firm basia. The House then took up the 
consideration of private business.—The unfa- 
vourable report of the committee of Claims, 
standing over from the last session, on the sub- 
jéct of the claims of certan citizers of the state 
of Georgia, was taken up in Committee of the 
whole, and underwent a brief discussion; but, on 
motion of Mr. Wildie, the committee rose, re- 
ported progress, and obained leave to sit again, 
A message was received from the President of 
the United States, covering a report from the 
Secretary of War, in reply to a resolution of the 
house asking for information as to the intended 
frauds upon the revenue, referred to in the 
Message of the President.

This. was. succeeded by one which the 
French bulletins announced tp have been 
annihilated. “ Sow,” said-he, in a sarcas- 
tic manner, “men who were killed never 
return; and yet therethey are. Look at the 
fine appearance of these men, who have 
bivouacked for thése six weeks.” He stop- 
ped one of the officers as he passed, and, 
presenting him to the by-standers, said, 
“there is the hero who beat Vandamme.” 
The officet bowed and blushed. ‘This con- 
descension encouraged one of the common 
people to ask him’ if it was true that Van- 
darmme was sent to Siberia? He replied, 
“ No;. he ig at:Moscow.” Another asked 
him if Moreau was really dead? He replied, 
* Does any one doubt it?” As the people 
crowded forward, lie very civilly requested 
them to get out of the way of the horses, 
and not to push one another; then, seeing 
some men piace themselves before a- wo- 
man, he told ‘them he thought the French 
were more gallant. The rabble who were 
unaccustomed to this kind of treatment, 
were enchanted with it, and vented the 
most bitter. execrations on the government 
for deceiving them in every circumstance 
relative to the allies. As the regiinents 
passéd, he stopped several of the officers, 
to shake hands with them: they at the same 
time kissed a gold medal of the Emperor 
which hung at his breast. He smiled and 
nodded to several of the common soldiers, 
crying, “ Brave, brave!” They returned a 
most risible grimmace, expressive of their 
delight at the distinction shown them. M. 
Sosthenes de Rochefoucault rode up to him 
and spoke for a few moments. ‘The duke 
received what he said with evident coldness 
"and indifference ; and M. de Rochefoucault 
rode away, much hurt. He afterwards told 
me, that on the mob, at his instigation, fixing 
the cords about the statue of Napoleon, on the 
column in Place Vendome, he approached the 
Duke Constantine, and informing him what 
he had done, requested a guard, to prevent 
any mischief that might ensue. The duke 
received him very coldly; and answered, 
that not having received .any orders, he 
could not grant what he asked. The grand 
duke paid the greatest’ attention to minutize 
of uniform: a sword-knot untied, the sack 
of corn which the horse-soldiers carried be- 
hind them hanging a few inches too low, or 
the smallest derangement in any part of 
their accoutrements, was instantly perceived 
by him, and the neglect noticed. When his 
own regiment of cuirassiers came up, he 
put himself at its head and went forward, 
joining his brother, who, with the King of 
Prussia and the generals-in-chief, were on 
the north side of the road in the Champs 
Elysees, near the Elysee Napoleon, seeing 
the army defile off. The Grand Duke Con- 
stantine is tall, stout, well made, with a fair 
complexion ; his profile is scarcely human, 
his nose that of a baboon ;_ hie is near-sight- 
ed, contracting his eyes when looking atten- 
tively, which are covered with uncommonly 
large, light, bushy eye-brows ; his voice is 
hoarse and husky ; he has a rough, soldier- 
like manner, and is sarcastic, yet affable.’

AFRICA. 

The country of Walo is situated on the 
left bank, and near the mouth of the river 
Senegal. The French have lately been 
founding establishments there for free colo- 
nial labor; the result of which may have 
a great influence over the whole of that part 
of Africa. Walo is governed by a king, 
who bears the title of Brak. ‘This word 
has no meaning in itself. According to 
the negroes, it was the name of the first 
of their kings, and his successors have con- 
sidered themselves honored by adopting it; 
just as the Roman Emperors took the name 
of Cesar or Augustus. 
cession to the throne is established in a 
very Singular manner, with a view of avert- 
ing the evils that spring from minorities 
and regencies. On the death of a Brak, 
his brothers succeed him in the order of 
their birth. When this first series is ex- 
hausted, recourse is had to the eldest son of 
the first, and soon, It is acquired of the 
legitimate heir that he should be neither. 
blind nor infirm; that he should be able to 
ride, to shoot, &c. If he do not possess 
these qualifications his richt devolves to 
another. The ceremonies of coronation are 
allegorical. ‘The new king must pass through 
all the conditions of society, not excepting 
even that of the fisherman, which is never- 
theless a despised cast. The Brak goes 
into the water, with some of the principal 
fishermen, in the middle of the appointed 
river; and when he comes out he holds in 
his hand a fish, which it is'to be supposed he 
has caught himself, but which, in fact, has 
been secretly conveyed to him, It is ridi- 
culous enough to find, at the coast of the 
Brak, aad in the places subjected to his au- 
thority, the customs .and_ the ceremonies 
which prevailed in Europe during the feudal 
ages. ‘I'hus for instance, the people believe 
that the royal fainily possess the gift of cur- 
ing diseases by the imposition of hands. In 
his travels, the Brak and his retinue are 
maintained and fed at the expense of: the 
villages through which they pass; while the 
Griot, or musicians and buffoons, sing the 
praises of the monarch to the unhappy 
peasantry who are thus despoiled of their 
sheep, milk, and poultry. The Boukanek 
is a confidential servant, the majordomo and 
prime minister. This important post is re- 
served for a family who call themselves 
the Brak’s slaves, but who, in fact, govern 
him. Dignities rarely go out of the families 
possessing them; and every one takes the 
name of the province over whieh he heridi- 
tarily reigns. They firm out the villages 
and domains to vassals, who pay them an- 
nual ground-rents: these vassals sub-let di- 
visions of districts; and the fiscal and feudal 
chain thus descends even to the lowest inha- 
bitant. ‘The seigniors, proprietors of the 
villages, have adopted the same order of 
succession as that to the crown; but a few 
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The order of 3uc- 


societies of the people have shaken off this 
system,-and have formed.a Kind of comnnu- 
nities, which have their civil oflicera, charyed 
with the measurement of the Lunds, the col- 
lection of taxes, the maumagement of the 
ice and the administration of the law. 
The chief of this municipal magistracy is 
sometimes a Marabout, who assumes the 
title of Serin, or priest, and who obliges the 
podple to pay tiihes, which tithes are divided 
between the priest and a-wmilitary chief. 
appointed by the Brak, ‘Po ‘the i 
of the soil is attached. the right of adminis- 
tering justice; and. the maxim, “no land 
without a-lord,”’ is the basis of the common 
law in the courmry of Walo. One-fact ought 
to excite profound reflections on the cow- 
paratively deplorable ignorance of the Eu- 
ropean tion; nawely, that ia most cf 
the villages of Walo, the greater portion of 
the negroes can read and write Arabic, 
which is to them-a-dead and learned lan- 
guage. The inhabitants of -Walo are ex- 
tremely polite; they are gay, argumentative, 
and fondof narratives of travels, combats, 
and the traditions of their country. In their 
assemblies by moonlight they amuse them- 
selves with games of skill. Hospitality is 
a virtue by which they are particularly dis- 
tinguished. ‘Their superstition is equal to 
that of Europe in the ninth century. Such 
is the account given Of these remarkable 
people by Baron Roger, ex-governor of the 
French colony of Senegal, who intends to 
publish an extensive philosophical and poli- 
tical treatise on Senegambia, to which he
